Resolved, That in case a Minister of any Church of this Association, should 
preach any doctrine contrary to the abstract of principles adopted by the As- 
sociation, and should, persist in so doing, (whatever may have been their pre- 
Vious history;) it is the privilege of the Church, of which he is a member, to 
call a Council of Ministers, and her duty to deal with him as the New Testa- 
ment provides for all cases of heresy.
